COMMENT OF THE DAY 


A Reassuring Atmosphere. 


S it had to be, with goodwill and 

- good sense prevailing, Britain and 
the United States ure today close to 
complete agreement on final plans for a 
peace settlement with Japan. A few 
_ minor differences probably remain, 
particularly in reference to the position 
of China in the broad scheme of things, 
but no doubt is entertained that next 
week's discussions at the Foreign Office 
will bring opposing views into line, on 
the basis ulmost certainly that the 
political upheaval in the Far East juati- 
fies leaving Chinese participation for 
the time being in abeyance, Much more 
important fundamentally than the 
exact method of achieving ‘under- 

- standing, of course, is the basic intent 
to agree. Quite obvious today is .a 
reassuringly improved atmosphere 
, guaranteeing general harmony, a deep 
trend towards agreement in all areas 


of policy, and notably in respect to the . 


Far East. At the present time, the 
United States and Britain are, in fact, 
actually nearer to full accord on Asiatic 
policy than they have been at any 
previous time in the last year. There 
have been gradual shifts of ground on 
both sides of the Atlantic, apt to be 
overlooked in the clamour about 
cleavage. The realistic approach . to 
the problem of Formosa’s future and to
